Capital of Nova Scotia from 1710 until 
the founding of Halifax im 1740, Annapolis 
Royal was the seat of the governor of the 
Province. Tt was also the heart of a district 
of “first things’ in Canada. 

The first water-power mill in Canada 
was constructed here to grind the colony's 

wheat and corn. Canada’s first sailing vessel 
was launched on Annapolis Basin, Here 
Lescarbot wrote the first Canadian poem: 
Louis Hébert conducted! the first apothe- 
Cary shop: the first bricks were male. On 
June 24, 1610, twenty-one [nelians were 
baptized by Pere Plesche, of Port. Reval, 
the first baptisms recorded in Canada. 

Digby, near by, is the home of one of the 
world's great scallop fleets. From that 
hlayeround of @astern Carthila | ntoreed 
through one of America’s longest “Main 
streets’ Por 30 miles-along the shore of 
St. Mary Bay, Acadion villages-siretch con- 
tinuously and the French language tf spoken 
alorost exclusively, 


TALL SHIPS FROM TALL TREES 


Trees, mostly evergreens, still 
about three-fourths of Nova Scotia. 

Abundance of timber decisively  in- 
Nuenced the Provinee’s 19th-century. his- 
tory. For two generations ne other activity 
even approached the importance of ahip- 
building. Altoost every ereek and cove of 
the Province, from 1840 to 1880, rane with 
the clamor of axes, hammers, adges, and 
valking mallets, the fattle and strain oi 
hock andl tackle, 

Legions of shipwrights built toushness; 
speed, und race into gallant windjammers 
that challenged swilt-scudding Yankeemen 
for dominance of Jeepewater. trace lanes: 

Ships; ships, and more ships’ The de 
mand for Bloense vessels gaye Novi 
Scotia, at the crest of its shipbuilding wave, 
3,025 registered craft with a total tonnage 
of more than half a million. This meant 
ine-and-ayuarter tons of shipping per 
capita of the Province's population, a holit- 
ing then surpussing that of any other coun- 
try in the world! 

Donald McKay, designer and builder in 
Boston of the Flying Cloud and other

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learned his trade os a bev in his native 
Nowa Scotia, Lowandered through the log- 
littered Shelburne shipyard run by descend- 
unts of Donald's family who still build 
wooden coasiwiee ireihters. On the stocks 
at Lunenburg, Meéeteghin, Miulone Bay, 
anil Shelburne I saw wooden ships and sail- 
ing craft of 1934 taking shape (Mates XJ 
ard? AIT). 

Each ciasial town points te its scalteriny 
at retired wind-ship masters: honored star- 
vivors from a glamorous era. In sunny 
corners along the wharves and in shipshipe 
farmhouse parlors these nautical patriarchs 

still sit and amoke and yarn away the hours. 

In his littl cottage office on the Vur- 
tiouth water front, within shouting distance 
of the wharf where big, fast steamers every 
week In summer discharge hordes of vaca- 
tinnists from the United States, we found 
Captain J. EF. Kinney, in “retirement,” mun- 
aging his Marine Exchange in‘ the midst of 
barometers, clinometers, clocks, lanterns, 
racks of charts, und pictures of old ships. 

“What do today’s soilirs know of the 
diseamfurts endured aboard a wind {aemer 
making a western Atlantic passage cyring 
winter months?” asked Captain Kinney. 
in teminiicent mow. “Or weathering Cape 
Horm? Or running an easting down, when 
day after day and night after night you 
would be wading waist in salt water, 
yout oilskins tied at ankles and wrists with 
rope varn; living on sale horse, hordtack, 
amd bontles ‘coffee’ (so-called!) with an 
uceusiortl dish of dandy-funk, considered 

at. luxury; and then turning in jor a few 
aise? rest on a straw mutiress, known then 
as a “donkey's breakfast’! 

“A press repart of atoarine dicaster in the 
dld days was more than likely to sav tht 
the vessel foundered with a ‘loss of 150 
precious seule wa!

awerving easiwird from Yarmouth, wer 
traveled ihe shore highway, A eradual 
sinking of the land through the ages etched 
aut Nova Scotin’s 400-male-long southern 
edve with a fringe of bays, inlets, harbors, 
anil coves—freckied with islands great and 
stmuill—until the Province’s whole Atlantic 
exposure Jooks like o jigsaw puzzle, 

We came to Wedgeport, world-famous 
for its tuna fishing. ‘Of this little Acadian 
village is the tide stream known as the 
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SALTY NOVA SCOTIA 


soldier's Rip, which swirls about the rocky 
Tusket Islands: Thousands of tuna run- 
nine from 100 to 900 pounds feed here on 
mackerel and herring. The big bluefins are 
found along the Nova Scotia ooast as far 
north as St, Ann's Bay in Cape Rreton, 

During warty summer, anglers with orei- 
nary salmon tackle take fighting pollock in 
the shallow constal waters with such sim- 
ple hires as bits of red or white Aannel 

Numberless: smacks, “schooners, mune 
launches of the fishing fleets shuttle in and 
out of Nova Scotia harbors to. the nearest 
ocean shallows, called “banks.” where coi, 
haddock, halibut, hake, and pollock feed 
and multiply. | 

At Liverpool, in a huge mill, T saw soapy 
cooked ‘ad cheep pulpwoead mun inte 
two machines lite laundry mangles that 
reeledl off a square mile of paper every ten 
hiuwrs’ A large freighter alongside was 
lowing a carzo of newsprint for my bome- 
town Wastington Past, 

[lingered in trim, opulent Chester, where 
green land and opalescent sea ure splashed 
with white houses and white sails, where 
in. summer automobiles bear lirense plates 
from half a hondred States and Provinces. 

Motor latinches carry cargoes of curious 
visitors to Quik Island, just offshore, where 
for mure than 140 years amen tuve cio for 
buried treasure. Sometime in the lone ay, 
ever engineers of unknown nationality are 
suppesed to have made a cache of buried 
gold protected by secret water chunnels, 
and these chantels have frustrate! every ef- 
fort of more than twenty organized bressure- 
seeking expeditions. Vet the hint goes an. 
New shafts ore being sunk, new crillings 
mide, and new hopes: strengthen the enthi- 
sium of the workers, 


HALIFAX, DRAPER VEN HILLS 


We sped on te Halifax, capital and Jare- 
est city of Nova Scotia, | 

In 1749 Echwertl Cornwallis, cousin of 
the Revolutionary general, sailed into ao 
harbor that the: reimen called Chebookt 
(Mighty Haven), and built Halifax to pre 
tect English settlers. from French and In- 
dians and to seare off privateers from raids 
an Naw Englanel chipping. 

Halifax is draped over hills. AC scpuat. 
gray-widled citadel, never attacker, cigs 
the highest summit (Color Plate VID). 
Standing there, we looked eastward to shipe- 
packed piers, thrust, Uke teeth of a grant 
comb, intw the harbor, lis deepwater, 
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natural roadsteadl, one of the world’s fimest, 
could hold the whole Brith Fleet, 

Thirty-six lines of steamers connect Hall- 
fax with ports of the North Aqwrican 
coast, Europe, the West Indies, Central ane 
South America, ‘Wheat, hay, apples, fish, 
coal, lumber, and beef sink [relghters lowd- 
ing here to their MMimsell marc. 

Sir Samuel Cunard, founder of the Brit- 
ish steamship company that bears his mime, 
was born in. Halifax. ©m the day in LE40 
when ‘his &ritanaia completed her first At- 
lanti¢ crossing from Liverpool to Boston in 
the phenomenal time of 14 days. and & 


hours, Cunand is said to have received 2.000

The old city had the first public school, 
the first newspaper, the first prints piiess, 
the first Protestant church, the first public 
gardens, the first dockyard, and the first 
pest office in the Deminion. Those early 
se(tlers liked sports, too, for the first hockey 
in America was phived at Halifax on the 
first skating rink in Canada, Halifax also 
hod Cunada’s first tennis court.

Narthwurd we looked to a waterside sec: 
tion of the city, rebuilt since the 1917 TNT 
explosion when, ina single moment. nearly 
2.000 persons were hurlecl into eternity, 
6,000 maimed or Winded, wand $25,000,000

The steamship font Blgac, loatled with 
picric acid, benzol, and thousands of tome 
uf trititrotoluene, was rammed by the Jae. 

Windows. were broken in Truro, fifty 
miles away, “The concussion was felt even 
in distant Cape Breton Island. In woods 
across the city we saw the one-ton shank ul 
an anchor blown three miles by the explo- 
stom (page O03).

On the Halifax water front sprawls the 
plant of the Maritime National Fisheries 
Company. When one of the big steam 
trawlers is in, as on the day of our visit, 
docks and dresging rooms look like an 
anthill kicked by careless foot, Stand- 
ing teams of men worked at long tobles, 
under batteries of brilliant lights. They 
slit cod und halibut, split the fat fillets 
from the backbones, anc tusted the chen 
fish steaks intu boxes, whence they were 
snatched awiy to be smoked wr trogen,

Driving north to Baddeck, we followed 
rods clinging to the shores of the Hras 
d Or Lakes. whose mane mens “arms 
af geld.” Brond waters, christened thus 
aptly by French pioneers, so deeply in- 
vide the emerald lane that Cape Breton 
hus heen termed “a lake surrounded by 
miountains:’ Tapping the ocean only 
throuch two narrow northern channels, the 
big salt lakes, like the Mediterranean, are 
almost tideless (Plates Sand ATV) 

Our road wound from Weel Bay throogh 
Marble Mountain, Oranvedale, anil Whveo- 
comagh, past magnificent WILherscapes ‘andl 
through Sovely woolen sineiches where a 
doe and ber fawn gavel ot ws from o shady 
aise, Across the lake waters tose mountain 
sides of intense, harmonise color: oear at 
hand green arms of land stretched lazily 
into a surface of turquoise blue, (Curves 
folinwed curves, ‘Tops of spruce trees de- 
scended in terraced beawity, down and down, 
toa beach of white sand.

A deep bray separates Baddeck fram the

Hehind false  SSEEY af walls beli¢ved 
impregnable, the way garrison was infatu- 
ated with lace cufis, powdered wigs, wine, 
and their ladies’ evelrows. Attack? Im- 
possible! 

“But in New England old tears and rival- 

es, aggravated by raids of Louisburg pri- 
Sule on British shipping, were thought 
reasons good enough for attacking the 
French in their tight Hite wilderness mw- 
tropolis. Aroused colonists found a leader 
in William Pepperrell, and soon between 
three und four thowand men were ready ty 
march at his heels. Commodore Sir Peter 
Warren came up from the West Indies with 
the British fleet, ready to assist. 

Sailing from New England in sloop, 
schooners, and other craft ino the spriig 
of 1745, this hand of raw volunteers cape 
tured the French stronghold after a brief 
siege. “The French flag was kept fying for 
weeks witer, and twenty rich prizes were 
decoved into Lovishurg's harbor snd cap 
tured. So great was the booty that every 
sailor in the British expeditionary fer was 
granted w share amounting to 250 guiness. 

Among the New Englanders, wha were 
aevetiodked in the division of spoils, iis- 
content «moldered. They had done the 
fixhting, and got little reward. No garrison 
was avilable for their relief ond they were 
forced to remain through dragging months, 
suffering with fevers am! dysentery, which 
took such heavy toll that before they: left 
in. the following May more than 800 had 
been huried in Cape Breton. 

Then, to the otter bewthderment of New 
Englind, the Treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle, in 
1745, handed the greatly ‘strengthened! 
Louisburg back to the French!

Some historians have called Louisburg 
‘he vrmifle of the United State af Amer- 
wal” The seed of discontent wos sown 
among the New England wolunteers,. ane 
at Lexingten and Bunker Hill the ranks of 
the insurgent colonists were stiffened by the 
presence of Lovishurg veterans. 

But England, after Aix-la-Chapelle, had 
leartied her error, Another joint naval ancl 
militory force, under Admiral Boscawen anil 
General Amberst, sailed from Halifax in 
159 ships in 1758.

Unable to maintatn the furt and fearing 
the French would retake it, the British

STONE IDOLS OF THE ANDES. REVEAL 
A VANISHED PEOPLE 


Kemarkable Relies of One of the Oldest Aboriginal 
Cultures of America are Unearthed in 
Colombia's San Agustin Region

P IGE. in the Andes af Colombia. the 
B oarchealogist’s spade is bringing to 


light strange Jong-toothed statues 
ord other relice of one of the oldest and 
mest mysterious of carly American cultures. 

Wf these vanished people almost nothing 
hat been known. Hidden away on a hofty 
Dlatean guarded by the rugged tidges of the 
Andes, their relics have escaped the atten- 
thon given such cultures as thow of the 
Mayas, Axtevs, and Incas (map, page 6279). 

On twoespeditinns in-recent vears [ have 
fntind the bills ground the tuwn of San 
Agustin to be rich in burted temples, tombs, 
ant) ferociows-appearing fatures carved in 
stone, Carefully studied, they shee wal 
able lizht on the life of these gsboriginal 
Amerivans who probably lived and carved 
ther gods from about 250 nm, ¢, to A 
6b, ‘TOOO and whese culture had risen, 
Tiureted, and faded before the rise of 
the Inca civilization on the Pacitic side of 
the Ancles, 

The region is such 4 mine of archeological 
treasures that in twits short seasons | was 
ible to excavite 142 statues, several temples 
in the form. of dolmens, many tombs—in 
une of which some of the bones had for- 
himitely been preseryed—and quantities of 
pottery and other objects, same apparently 
used in human sacrifice (page 643). 


COS HAVE HOG FYETRETH 


Cine of the most striking characteristics 
of this San Agustin culture is the enernuus 
act of teeth, and especially the gigantic 
eyeteeth, of the majority of the monu- 
ments. “Thev give the figures the malevo 
lent pspect of beings from another world, 

These remarkable teeth appear to be pri- 
murily a badge of deity, ail statues repre 
senting warriors or olber hurniei fieures are 
generally toothless; Some of the menu 
ments seem strangely ultramialern and one 
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statue of a war-porl or a tribal chief ix 
strongly sugvestive of modern cubist art 
(page O47). Many figures are of extracr- 
dinary size, Some weigh more than 15 tons 
and one has a height of nearly 21% feet. 

Present-day inhabitants of the region 
lok upon the missive stone idols with 
awe an believe that. catastrophe would 
betall them if the gods were ever borne 
away to the outside world. 

The first scientifically conducted excave- 
tions in the area were begun just before 
the World War of 1914 hy the Gernian ar- 
cheologist Konrad Theodor Preuss, His 
werk in two volumes, published in 1429 and 
translated into Spanish by the writer ‘in 
1951, became the steppingestone for suc 
cheding investigations. 

While serving as an archeologist for the 
Colombian Government and as a teacher of 
utcheolory at the University of Bogoti, I 
mide a trip of recommaissanoe to the region 
in 1932 amd was immediately struck by the 
possibilities of this virtually untouched feld.,

Tn the next two weeks. | ranged far 
through the hills, finding many statues half 
covered by jungle growth, others balf biur- 
ied, and still others revealed only by the 
presence of mounds which fairly shouted 
an invitation to the archeoloist’s spade.

‘Vou know,’ he continued, “these are 
the guardians of the Ineahiv. For years 
they have been burbed under the soil and 
i! is only since you people have been coming 
te this region that all eurts of things have 
been happening to te, Just vesterday o 
sow with seven pics died—the first time 
such a thing has happened ta me in the 
sixty Veuars Cve been living in this house.” 

It took mea long time to convince the 
man that the death of the hog had nothing 
to-de with my excavations.

Over Lonely Mountain and Prairie Soars This Rare 
and Lordly Bird, But Three Youths from the 
East Catch Up With Him at Last

Wild -and rare, living m jonely places, 
this lordly: bird ean stir the imavination of 
any man. Although the bald eagle is the 
national bird of the United States, most 
persons envisage the ferce golden eagle 
when they think of the country’s emblens.t 
The twr eagles are about equal in size, bai 
the aalden feeds on large «will prey that 
faxes its strength and courage, whereas 

‘Paley is chiefly a fish eqter. 

To wm the wolden eagle was even more 
than a symbwl: it was, (ine of the larmest of 
aur birds, with a 7- -fewst wingspread an 
talons os Lig af a man’s hand, [ts hue stick 
nests oiten containe) whole truckloads: of 

material, ‘There were aocounts of its at- 
tncking lanes and fawes: even stubborn. if 

unsupported tales of its kiclmappang fitthe 

children. We wanted to see this king af 
birds and find out how much of hin was 
myth and how much was truly eagle. 


TO THE O6LDGN EAGLE CoOUNTOY 


Scraping together the necessary funds, we 
utranged ta vet some wild [fe photowraphe 
for the United States Forest Service and the 
Binlovical Surver, aod headed weet with our 
friend Morgan in un automobile lured 
with camping equipment and cuneras, 

We had only one real clues (An ornithulo- 
mist in our home city of Washitigton, D.C. 
had told ws there were golden eagles in 
Wvoming’s Goshen Hole country, _Ac- 
cordingty, we spent several days searching 
Geeben County, lt owe soon disoivered 
that even a county was a mighty big area.

We had about) decided to. move farther 
weet when on old native of Goshen informed 
us he knew awhere “a big brown eagle” 
nested We were doubtful and plied him 
with questions, 

Na, he said, it didn’t have a white head.
